Church, on the occasion of ;he late fast, 
presented a condensed abstract of the 
history of ihe Pestilence in different na- 
tions and ages. 
We were so forcibly

There are seasons in the history of 


nations ami indnhhi^is, when ihe cup 
of th»-5r iniquity is full, asad when God 
can no longer mitigate or defer hi> an- 
ger.

Sometimes he 


sends the earthquake, the lightning, 
and the pestilence. 


The pestilence is emphatically his 


own messenger. 
It was so in 


epochs of the Jewish history, 
been so ever since. 
God has made the 


bodies of the dead lie in heaps before 
the (.'yes of the living, to admonish 
them of his displeasure. 
In one in- 


stance of the Jewish history, he destroy- 
ed seventy thousand men in the short 
space of a IVw hours. 
In another in- 


stance, the destroying angel cut oft'o/ie 
hundred and eighty-five lltousnnd in a sin- 
gle night. 
In the reii>n of Tarquinius, 


the fifth king of Rome, a pestilence cut 
off the greater part of the Roman Em- 
pire. 
About ihe lime that Nehemiuh 


repaired the walls of Jerusalem, not far 
from lour hundred and thirty years be- 
fore Christ, and about the second year 
of the Pelopennesian war, that great 
pestilence, culled the plague of Attica, 
overrun Ethiopia, Lyh'u, Egypt, Juclea, 
Phccu'icia, Syria, the whole Persian and 
Roman Empires, Greece and the Alhe- 


!>o. 
To-morrow, it seems, tlr.it the die 


is to be cast; and in my j u d g m e n t , 
w i t h o u t the least chance on our side — 
The 
m i l i t i a I suppose will, as usual. 


plav the back-frame—that is, get out ol 
the battle as fast as their legs will car- 
ry llu-in. 
But that, you know, won't 


do for me. 
I am an old soldier, and can- 


not r u n ; and 1 believe I have some bravo 
fellows who will stand by me till the 
last. 
So when you hear of our battle 


you will probably hear that your old 
friend Delvulb is at rest" 


I never was more affected in my life ; 


and I perceived tears in the eyes of 
General Marion. 
De Kalb saw them 


too, and t a k i n g us by the hand, he said 
with a firm tone and animated look, 
"No, no, gentlemen, no emotion for me, 
but those of congratulation. 
I am 


happy. 
To die is the irreversible de- 


cree of him who made us. 
Then what 


joy to be able lo meet death without 
dismay ? Thank God, this is my case. 
The happiness of man is my wish ; that, 
happiness 1 deem inconsistent with 
slavery. 
And tc avert so great an evil 


from an innocent people, I will .gladly 
meet the British to-morrow, at any 
odds whatever/' 


As bespoke this, afire flashed from 


his eyes, which seemed to me to de- 
monstrate the d i v i n i t y of virtue, and 
the immortality of ihe soul- 
We left 


him w i t h IVelings which I shall never 
forget, while memory retains her seat 
in my brain. 


It was on the morning of Aug. 15th, 


1780, that we left the army in a good 
position near Kugeiey's Mills, twelve 
miles from Camden, where the enemy' 
lay. At ten that night orders were giv- 
en to march and surprise the enemy, 
who at the "same time commenced a 
march lo surprise the Americans. 
To 


their mutual astonishmentthc advance 
of the two armies met at two o'clock, 
and began firing at each other. 
It was 


soon discontinued by both parties, who 
appeared willing to leave the matter to 
be decided by day-light. A council of 
war was called, in which DC Kalb ad- 
vised that the army should fall back to 
Rugeldv's Mills, and wait to be aliack- 
ed. 
Gen. Gates not only rejected this 


excellent counsel, but threw out an in- 
sinuation that it originated in fear.— 
Upon this the brave old man leaped 
from his horse, and placed himself at 
the head of his command on foot, say- 
ing with considerable w a r m t h , "Weil, 
sir, pernaps, a few hours will show who 
are the brave." 


As the day light increased, the fright- 


ened 
militia began to discover the 


woods reddened all over with the scar- 
let uniforms of ihe British army, which 
soon, with rattling drums and thunder- 
ing cannon, came rushing on to the 
charge; and they scarcely wailed to 
give them a distant fire before they 
broke, and lied in every direction.— 
Gen. Gates clapped spurs to his horse, 
as he said, "to bring the rascals back." 
However, he did not bring himself 
back, nor did he slop till lie reached 
Charlotte, eighty miles from the field 
of battle. 
Two-thirds of the army ha- 


ving thus shamefully taken themselves 
off, the brave old De Kalb and his hand- 
ful of continentals were left lo try the 
fortunes of the day. 
More determined 


valor was never displayed ; for though 
outnumbered more than two to one. 
they sustained the attack of the whole 
British force for more t h a n an hour.— 
Glorying in the bravery of his conti- 
nenu's. DC Kalb towered before them 
like a piiUr of fire. 
But, alas! what 


can valor do against equal v^lor aided 
by such 1 earful udds ? 
While bending 


forward lo animate his troops, the vet- 
eran rerehcd eleven wounds. 
Faint- 


ing from ihe loss of blood, lie fell to the 
ground, while. Britons and Americans 
were killed over him as they strove to 
destroy or lo defend. 
In the, inidsl of 


35J 1 a 1 clashing bayonets, bis only surviving 


ce'aga'm vishrd Constantinople,] aid. Col. De Burysson. slreichi-d hK 


arms over the fallen hero, and ceiled 
onu'*s*tve the Baion DC Ka'"»." 
The 


nian States, and continued to rage for 
fifteen years. 
This is the plague of 


which Thucydidts wrote, and Lucretius 
and Virgil sang, and this is ihe first u- 
ni versa! plague. Upon the ruin of Car- 
thage, a pestilence spread overall Airi- 
ca, and destroyed in Numidia alone, 
eight hundred thousand. 
So grievous 


was this pestilence, that upwards of fif- 
teen hundred dead corpses were carried 
through one gate of a single city, in one 
day, and upwards of I wo hundred thous- 
and died in a lew days. 
Two years lie- 


fore the birth of .Christ, a pestilence 
spread over all Italy, and raged with 
such fur): thai few or,.none remained to 
till the ground. 


Since the commencement 
of the 


Christian era, and in lal^r vcu<-s, severe 
plagues have raged in England, Scot- 
land, and 
Wales, sometimes 
almost 


depopulating the principal cities of 
ihose kingdoms. 
In ihe second year 


of C l a u d i u s , the Roman Emperor, so 
fearfully^id the pestilence rage in Eng- 
land, that the living were scarcely able 
to bury the dead. 
In the year ISO, in 


theieign of Commodus, and during the 
persecution of the Christians in the Ro- 
man Empire, a pestilence spread'over 
Italy, Greece, and almost all the Roman 
Empire. 
In the city of Rome alone, 


there were, for a considerable time to- 
gether, twenty lliouannd buried a day.— 
In the year 3 I I, during the persecutions 
under Maximilian, a pestilence raged 
that cut off from"the army of that mon- 
arch, fine thousand a day. 
In the year 


544 u universal pestilence began at Pe- 
lusium, in Egypt, and thence spread o- 
ver the whole world, sparing neither 
age nor sex, family nor country, island 
nor mountain. 
In the second year of 


its fury it visited Constantinople with 
such virulence that, for * considerable 
time'together, five and sometimes ten 
thousand and upwards died daily. 
In 


one part of the world or another, it con- 
linued//////-/wo years, so that the great- 
est part of mankind then living, may 
be said to have been destroyed by it.— 
In the year 717, a pestilence again vis- 
iled Constantinople, and cut of]'in three 
years, three hundred thousand souls. 
In 


325, in the reign of Louis the Pious, a 
plague destroyed almost all the inhab- 
itants of France and Germany. 
In 8-06, 


it raged in Wales to s,uch a degree 
that the country was covered with the 
carcases of men and beasts. 
In 1346 a 


malignant disease broke out in Asia 
that overspread and wasted the inhab- 
ited carih. Three parts out of four 
scarcely sunived, and in some places 
not one twentieth part remained alive. 
Beginning with ihe year 1038, the same 
plague raged in EnijlaiuJ, nine years; 
<sud in London alone, Horn January 1st, 
to the first of July, destroyed &/.-£ million

Durable Jence.— Deacon 
Winslow 


Marslon, has on his farm a kind of 
fence, which for durability-and beauty 
can hardly be exceeded. 
On each side, 


of the road adjacent^ his dwelling, are 
rows of large button-wood trees, set ten 
or twelve feet asunder, and into these, 
young cedar rails were inserted as into 
common posts. 
As the tree increased 


in size, the wood formed closely around 
the ends of the rails, and firmly secured 
them in their places. 
We'have no 


where else seen'this experiment tried 
on so large a scale. It is certainly, a 
durable and cheap fence, because i^will 
require no repairs at least for "one gen- 
eration, and is moreovei^constantly in- 
creasing in valu^c.
